T. Nay, for the //^r/r/;^^ Power , which 
the State has been pleas'd to annex to the £c- 
clefiafiical^ wc own it as a fayour : and do not 
fo much as pretend the leaft Divine Right to 
the part of the Admiralty^ which belongs to 
that Arches : notwithltanding what has been 
laid his Dominion alfo fljutt he from the one 

Sea to the other — —However, it being pretty 
plain, that there is fome Maritime Power be- 
longing to the Ecclefiaftical, to your great fur- 
prize: 'twill not, Ifuppofe, fcem fb very won- 
derful, that there fhould be alfo a little Civil 
Power in the mixture : for Civil a^d Eccleii- 
aftical arc not fo oppos'd , as you may per- 
haps wilh they were, that is, as Fire and Wa- 
ter, Dog and Cat : fo that they mull of ne- 
ccffity quarrel, whenever they come together: 
But they are fb different and diftind^. as to be 
known afundcr : and yet for all that, fb kind 
and complaifant, as to agree very well and 
live Neighbourly by each other j For inftance 
now, the Powers of Ordination^ Confirmati-

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aa Ecclefiaftical Perfoa, and are therefore fome- Chap. i. 
'times caird Ecclefiaftical : yet they are not fo 
much Ecclefiaitical as the other, becaufe they 
arc not of Divine Right : but were originally 
deriv'dfrom the Magiftrate : and therefore fo 
ftr as he has referv'd aa Inteieft therein, they 
may be calFd Civil j So that by denying a mix- 
ture of Civils with Ecclefiafticals, either you 
muft mean, that all the Civils are fuck'd up 
and devour'd by the Ecclefiafticals: which 
will bring us rtiind again to Popery and the 
Artillery Garden: or clfe you are refolv'd to 
allow the Clergy no manner of Civils with 
their Ecclefiafti(:als: which is worle by half 
than the Inquifition-^ or the Aiaffacre at Paris : 
for the thinneft and moft mortifyM Beings of 
all, even AriftotUs Intelligences ^ are allowed 
now and then a Civil Vehicle, and a Material 
Mouthful of Air: but a Man muft be very 
Romantici indeed, to fuppofe good natural 
corporeal Men can fubfift upon pure Spiritu- 
alties, without fo much as a Civil pairfof 
Breeches, a Material Difh of Vid^uals, an Ex* 
ternal Pot of Ale, a Secular Shirt, and a 7Vi»- 
foral Manfion : This is indeed, in Mr. Dry^ 
deti% Senfe, a very Pairy State: and you raignt 
as well turn 'um loofe to refide upon School 
Diftindions, or keep houfc with the four

look upon to be ^ny part of the Sacramental 
Elements, becaufe they were not confecrated 
till after Supper : and tho' this Sop might be of 
Bread, yet there's no mention of Wine, the 
dipping in the Difli importing fomewhat of a 
very different Compofition : Now upon Jm- 
dais receiving the Sop, 'tis laid, the Devil 
frefently enter d , and he was forc*d to leaVe 
the Room : which I believe we had beft attri' 
bute to a Sentence of our SavioHr\ and not to 
the old Proverb, needs mafi^ &c: for the De- 
vil would fcarcc drive him from that, which 
would be his certain .Damnation -, But how- 
ever, that he was excluded, is i think pretty 
plain i As for Tertnllian^ if he has faid, That 

the Sacrament was not committed to the Sijhop 
only^ and that it might be celebrated at Meal 
times as well aA before Day^ we think bim huge-

Nay, is it not plain, that our 
Divilions and Parties are the main hindrance 
to the due Execution of thofe Laws ? and yet 
I hope you remember what was lately faid of 
the Jewijh Church, how our Saviour com* 
municated with them, and taught his Difci- 
ples to do fo too, for this reafon, becaule their 
Priefts fat in Mo/is\ Chair, and had the legal 
SucceflTion amongft 'um j and yet the Jewip 
Priefts were as arrant Tories and fJsgh-fiyers as 
any of the Moderns : they did not only teach 
for Dodrines the Traditions of Men, were ra- 
vennous, tyrannical, hypocritical. Sons of Sa^ 
tan^ a Generation of Vipers, but ridicul'd their 
Mefliah himfelf to the higheft degree, even 
I>efore he came, and us'd him as bad upon his 
arrival : In their Prophetick accounts of him, 
they reprefent him as an Impoftor and Tyrant, 
thiat he fhould be flain for his own many Ufur- 
pations and Cruelties: fometimes they make 
him fight againft himfelf under the different 
Names of Mefiah Ben Davidj and Ben Jofeph : 
fometimes they call'd him Armillm , which 
they interpret of Romulw and Antichrifl; in 
Jhort, he who reads their Legends of him in 
BHXtorps Lex. Talmud, would think he were 
in the Second Part of Don Quixot^ or the Vi- 
lions oiQuevedo ^ Thus too when he was come, 
they laugh'd at his Dodrines, perfecated his 
Followers, and cruci^'d his Perfonj they were 
& Nation rcnownM for Fa3ions and Divifions 
among their Leaders, foipe of which, the Sad-- 

ducea^ 
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QiMp. IV. daceis^ were downright Atheilts, and yet thefe 
had ofcea the fole management and Prelidency 
of the SMhidrim , the great fticklers in that 
Court being notorious Conjurers and Magici-

yet for thefe Caules the poor Criminal, and 
all his Inheritance, Body and Soul, were to 
be curs'd from the Mouth of Addirion^ jitha- 
riell^ Sitndalphany Hadrainellj Anfifinel^ Pa^^ 
thielly Scraphiclj Sj^iXnsfacU^ Zazjihib^ Hava- 
bihj and from the Mouth of the 70 Names of 
the Great Kingy and TzjorUh his Chancellor^ as 
Suxtorf reports the Sentence from a Hebrew 
^ MMMfcript^ as good as any in Selden : tho' 

notwithltdudingall this, fo very terrible were 
thefe Nnmcs to our Saviour and his Apoftles,
